8.0. SMC—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act. 1963 (22 oi 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Export of Fish and Fish 
Products (Inspection) Rules, 1964, namely:— 


1. These rules may be called the Export of Fish and Fish Products (Inspection) 
Amendment Rules, 1967. 


2. In the JDxport of Fish and Fish Products (Inspection) Rules, 1964,— 

for sub-rule (2) of rule 4, the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

“(2) Every intimation under sub-rule (1) shall be given not less than 72 
hours, except in the case of Frozen Prawns (Shrimps) “Cooked 
Type” where it shall be not less than 120 hours, before the sche¬ 
duled time of loading the consignment of fish and fish products in 
the ship, vehicle or aircraft, as the case may be”, 
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
